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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
independent claims 1 and 22, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the following in italics, 
in addition to the accompanying features of the claims, a coated optical fiber and an optical fiber 
coating system comprising a hydrophilic primary coating having a Young's modulus less than 2 
MPa wherein the primary coating exhibits no water bubble formation and no delamination when 
the coated optical fiber is soaked in water at 23 °C for 30 days, and a secondary coating. 
Regarding independent claims 15 and 23, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
following in italics, in addition to the accompanying features of the claims, a coated optical fiber 
and an optical fiber coating system comprising a hydrophilic primary coating having a Young's 
modulus less than 2 MPa and an average water absorption of at least 4% and a secondary 
coating. Claims 2-14 and 16-21 are allowable by virtue of their dependency.

Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. While US 6,304,704 Bl (Kalish et al.) teaches of a hydrophilic coating on an optical 
fiber, this reference teaches away from having no bubble formation, and actually encourages 
bubble formation as a buffer in the fiber layers. This reference is silent as to Young's modulus 
and soaking the fiber in water for 30 days at 23°C. While US 6,087,000 A (Girgis et al.) teaches 
of a hydrophilic coating on an optical fiber, this reference is silent as to Young's modulus and 
soaking the fiber in water for 30 days at 23°C.
